Dutch bank ING hires 
JPMorgan to sell private 
bank units 

Dutch bank ING Group has hired JPMorgan to advise on the 
sale of ING’s private banking business in Europe and Asia, 
which could fetch more than $1 billion, sources told Reuters 
on Thursday. 

The sale is part of ING’s move to raise cash after being hit 
badly by the global credit crisis, which forced it into a loss 
in 2008 and led to the Dutch government injecting 10 billion 
euros into the bank. 

“The deal could be over a billion dollar,” said a source with 
direct knowledge of the deal, adding JPMorgan is advising 
the firm. “But it’s a bit early in the process.” 

ING declined to comment and JPMorgan was not available 
to comment. 

The Dutch bank has been working on a program to reduce 
risks, raise up to 8 billion euros from asset sales and exit from 
10 of 48 countries where it operates. 

“I think it is a good sign that will give an extra buffer to ING. 
Secondly, in private banking, ING will never become a world 
leader. Strategically it makes sense (to sell),” Rabo Securities 
analyst Cor Kluis said. 

Kluis said he did not expect ING to sell its Dutch private 
banking business, which administered 20 billion euros in 
assets out of the total 62 billion euros the Dutch bank had 
under management at the end of 2008. 

He also said a price of more than $ 1 billion for the operations, 
excluding the Dutch unit, was possible. 

The sale of ING’s private bank unit, which was loss-making 
in the fourth quarter of 2008, may take a few months and 
could draw interest from global and Asian players, a second 
source with knowledge of the deal said. 

“Maybe the Australians would be interested or large Euro 
commercial banks,” said a Singapore-based private banker 
who is not involved in the deal. 

The sources declined to be identified because the deal is not 
public yet. 

ING Private Banking made a loss of 12 million euros in the 
fourth quarter of 2008 due to loan loss provisions at Private 
Banking Asia, the bank said in February. 

ING announced in November the sale of its private banking 
operations in Curacao to Dutch private bank Van Lanschot to 



focus its operations on Europe and Asia. The unit managed 
500 million euros of assets. 

ING shares were unchanged at 7.90 euros by 0858 GMT, in 
line with the rest of the DJ Stoxx European Insurance index

ORANJESTAD - If you 
were to talk with him about 
photography you should 
be prepared to spend some 
time with him, as the 
conversation could go on 
for hours.

In 
photography the original 
image is the negative or as 
is the case these days, the 
digital file, and the print of 
the image is the end product. 
The great American 
photographer Ansel Adams 
once observed, “The 
negative is comparable to 
the composer’s score and 
the print to its performance. 
Each performance differs 
in subtle way” An original 
musical composition can 
be performed innumerable 
times and even have many 
different arrangements 
(There are over 2,000 
recorded versions of “Louie 
Louie”).

of interest but it will be the 
wrong time of the day or 
even the wrong time of the 
year.

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Former 10 Most Wanted Fugitive Michael Jason Registe returns to Columbus 


Families of victims on hand to watch as 
man charged in slayings is brought back 


Michael Jason Registe, 
accused of a July 2007 
double homicide and once 
one of the FBI’s 10 Most 
Wanted Fugitives, is back in 
Columbus. 

An airplane carrying Registe, 
26, touched down at the 
Columbus Metropolitan 
Airport at 5:34 p.m. Thursday 
— two years and three days 
after the deaths of Randy 
Newton Jr., 21, and Bryan 
Kilgore, 20. 

Registe is accused of the 
execution-style slayings of the 
two Hardaway High School 
graduates. Authorities say 
Registe fled the country after 
their deaths, and he had been 
listed as one of the FBI’s 10 
most wanted. He was captured 
on the Caribbean island of St. 
Maarten on Aug. 27, 2008. 


St. Maarten is part of the 
Netherlands Antilles. 

“We are just happy that 
Registe is finally being 
brought back to the U.S.,” 
Kilgore’s mother, Jan Taylor, 
wrote in an e-mail. “He will 
face a jury of his peers and 
justice will be served. None of 
this brings Bryan and Randy 
back to us, but it is a type of 
closure for the families.” 
Handcuffed with his hands at 
his hips, wearing tan pants, tan 
and white shirts and red and 
white sneakers, Registe looked 
left and right as he stepped off 
the plane, then stared straight 
ahead as two FBI agents and 
a Columbus police officer led 
him to a convoy. The vehicles 
drove away from the airport, 
and Registe was booked inside 
the Muscogee County Jail by

Authorities left for St. Maarten 
on Thursday, picked up Registe 
and returned to Columbus that 
day. The extradition was done 
without incident, said Jaclyn 
Zappacosta, assistant special 
agent in charge of the FBI’s 
Atlanta division. 

Authorities announced 

Wednesday that Registe, 
who’d fought extradition since 
his capture, would be returned 
to Columbus. On Wednesday, 
Registe’s St. Maarten attorney, 
Remco Stomp, said his client 
still had three appeals pending 


in various courts. 

Zappacosta said Registe had 
exercised all his appeals. 
“Today is one of the final 
steps in bringing closure to 
the families of Bryan Kilgore 
and Randy Newton Jr.,” 
Zappacosta said. 

Columbus Police Chief Ricky 
Boren agreed. “It’s been long. 
It’s been complicated, but it’s 
come to its conclusion today,” 
he said. 

About 20 members of Kilgore’s 
and Newton’s families were 
present for Registe’s return. 
The FBI didn’t allow any 


contact with them. 

Boren said that because 
Registe already has been 
indicted, his case will proceed 
to an arraignment. From there, 
it will be put on a trial docket. 
An arraignment for Registe 
hasn’t yet been scheduled. 
Before Registe was allowed 
to be extradited, the Dutch 
government required that the 
death penalty be taken off the 
table as a sentencing option if 
Registe is convicted. The only 
sentence he could then receive 
on a murder conviction is life 
in prison. □

ATLANTA - U.S. health

The U.S. may have as many as 
160 million doses of swine flu 
vaccine available sometime 
in October, and U.S. tests of 
the new vaccine are to start 
shortly, federal officials said

this week. 

The infection estimates are 
based on a flu pandemic 
from 1957, which killed 
nearly 70,000 in the United 
States but was not as severe 
as the infamous Spanish flu 
pandemic of 1918-19. But 
influenza is notoriously hard 
to predict. The number of 
deaths and illnesses would 
drop if the pandemic peters out 
or if efforts to slow its spread 
are successful, said CDC 
spokesman Tom Skinner. 

A CDC official said the agency 
came up with the estimate 
last month, but it was first 
disclosed in an interview with 
The Associated Press. 
“Hopefully, mitigation efforts 
will have a big impact on 
future cases,” Skinner said. 

In a normal flu season, about 
36,000 people die from flu and 
its complications, according to 
American Medical Association 


estimates. Because so many 
more people are expected to 
catch the new flu, the number 
of deaths over two years could 
range from 90,000 to several 
hundred thousand, the CDC 
calculated. Again, that is if a 
new vaccine and other efforts 
fail. 

TheWorldHealthOrganization 
says as many as 2 billion 
people could become infected 
over the next two years — 
nearly one-third of the world 
population. The estimates 
look at potential impacts over 
a two-year period because past 
flu pandemics have occurred 
in waves over more than one 
year. 

WHO officials believe the 
world is in the early phase of 
the new pandemic. 

First identified in April, swine 
flu has likely infected more 
than 1 million Americans, 
the CDC believes, with 
many of those suffering mild 
cases never reported. There 
have been 302 deaths and 
nearly 44,000 reported cases, 
according to numbers released 
Friday morning. 

Because the swine flu virus 
is new, most people haven’t 
developed an immunity 
against it. So far, most of 
those who have died from it 
in the United States have had 
other health problems, such as 
asthma. 

The virus has caused an 
unusual number of serious 
illnesses in teens and young 
adults; seasonal flu usually 
is toughest on the elderly and 
very young children. 

New swine flu illness have 
erupted through the summer, 
which is also unusual, though 
cases were less widespread 
this month. Officials fear 
an explosion of cases in the 
fall, when children return to 
school and the weather turns 
cold, making the virus easier 
to spread. □ 
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Agent Orange linked to 
heart disease, Parkinson’s 

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - Agent Orange, used by U.S. 
forces to strip Vietnamese and Cambodian jungles during 
the Vietnam War, may raise the risk of heart disease and 
Parkinson’s disease, U.S. health advisers said on Friday. 

But the evidence is only limited and far from definitive, the 
Institute of Medicine panel said. 

“The report strongly recommends that studies examining the 
relationship between Parkinson’s incidence and exposures 
in the veteran population be performed,” the institute, an 
independent academy that guides federal policy, said in a 
statement. 

The findings add to a growing list of conditions that could 
be linked to the defoliants, including leukemia, prostate 
cancer, type II diabetes and birth defects in the children of 
the veterans exposed. 

The herbicides, nicknamed “Agent Orange” from the 
orange stripe on the barrels in which they were stored, 
include chemicals such as 2,4-dichlorophenoxyacetic acid 
and 2,4,5-trichlorophenoxyacetic acid. 

Between 1962 and 1971, an estimated 20 million gallons 
(75 million liters) of these chemicals were used to strip 
Vietnam’s thick forests to make bombing easier. 

Veterans exposed to the chemicals have complained for years 
about a variety of health problems, and in the late 1970s 
the government started to investigate them systematically. 
Each finding brings veterans one step closer to getting 
government-paid medical services for these conditions. 

In March, the U.S. Supreme Court let stand the dismissal of 
lawsuits by Vietnamese nationals and U.S. veterans against 
Dow Chemical Co, Monsanto Co and other chemical makers 
over the use of Agent Orange . 

In 1984, seven chemical companies, including Dow 
and Monsanto, agreed to a $180 million settlement with 
veteransQ 

Forteo Approved for Drug- 
Related Osteoporosis 

Eli Lilly’s Forteo (teriparatide injection) has received 
expanded approval from the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration to treat osteoporosis associated with long¬ 
term use of glucocorticoid medication, the company said 
Thursday. 

Glucocorticoid therapy is commonly prescribed for 
inflammatory conditions including rheumatoid arthritis and 
obstructive lung disease. These drugs are among the most 
common causes of secondary osteoporosis, which increases 
users’ risk of bone fracture, Lilly said in a news release. 

As many as three of every 100 adults over age 50 use this 
type of medication, Lilly said, and of those, about half will 
eventually have an osteoporotic bone fracture. 

In clinical testing among patients with glucocorticoid- 
induced osteoporosis, Forteo increased bone mineral density 
after 18 months of use by an average of 7.2 percent at the 
spine, 3.6 percent at the hip, and 3.7 percent at the neck, the 
company said. 

The drug should never be used by children and young adults 
whose bones may still be growing. And in rare cases, users 
have developed a form of bone cancer called osteosarcoma. 
It’s not known if the drug increased their risk, Lilly said.Q 










First defense against swine fin 


Snoozing May Hein 
Women Shed Baby 
Weight 

New moms who can’t zip up their pre-pregnancy jeans 
might not be catching enough zzzs. 

Getting a good night’s sleep, in fact, may be just as important 
as diet and exercise for shedding baby weight. 

One study of new mothers found that those who slept five 
or fewer hours a day six months after giving birth were 
three times as likely to hold onto those extra pounds as were 
women who got seven or more hours of sleep. 

Short sleep duration “stood out as an independent risk 
factor” for weight retention, said Erica P. Gunderson, a 
research scientist and epidemiologist at Kaiser Permanente 
in Oakland, Calif., who worked on the study. 

For many women, postpartum weight retention is a serious 
issue because it can lead to long-term weight gain. Some 
studies show that up to 20 percent of women retain at least 
11 pounds at six to 18 months after giving birth, Finnish 
researchers reported. 

Fifestyle factors that lead to postpartum weight retention 
— including a woman’s diet, physical activity and sleep 
patterns — have not been well studied, researchers report. 
But as every bleary-eyed new mother knows, slumber is 
frequently disrupted or cut short in the first year after a 
baby’s birth. 

“Sleep deprivation can cause changes in the levels of 
hormones involved in appetite regulation,” explained Dr. 
Sirimon Reutrakul, a clinical associate in medicine at the 
University of Chicago Medical Center. 

“Keep in mind, though, that there are multiple factors 
involved in causing postpartum women to sleep less,” she 
said. “These include just having a newborn, having other 
small children at home, possible postpartum depression, 
illness of the newborns, if any, work, etcetera,” she said. 

In Gunderson’s study, the sleep and weight retention patterns 
of 940 Massachusetts women were analyzed. A year after 
giving birth, 124 of the women had retained 11 or more of 
the pounds they had put on during their pregnancy. 

Short sleep duration was associated with a threefold higher 
risk of substantial weight retention, when compared with 
women who got seven hours of sleep. How long a woman 
breast-fed, however, was not a significant factor. 

Dr. Truls Ostbye, a professor and vice chairman of research 
in the Department of Community and Family Medicine 
at Duke University Medical Center, is currently leading a 
study designed to promote weight loss in overweight women 
after childbirth. Preliminary data from that study show that 
“women who sleep less at six weeks lose less weight from 
six weeks to 12 months,” Ostbye said. 

But the relationship between sleep and weight loss isn’t that 
simple. After adjusting for the fact that heavier women lose 
less weight and sleep less, “the effect of sleep on weight loss 
nearly goes away,” he said. 

“The relationship between obesity and sleep is there,” he 
added, “but it is as likely that less sleep is a result of obesity 
as the other way around.” 

Advising women to get more sleep may not get to the root of 
their sleep-deprivation problem, Reutrakul said, “although 
stressing the importance of a good night’s sleep is a good 
idea.’Q

WASHINGTON (Reuters) 
- U.S. health officials 
strengthened their 

recommendations for 
seasonal flu vaccines on 
Friday, saying all children 
aged 6 months to 18 years 
should be immunized — 
especially because of the 
H1N1 flu pandemic. 

The seasonal vaccine 
provides little or no 
protection against H1N1 
swine flu, but immunization 
will help prevent people 
from being infected with 
both at once and can help 
minimize the effects of 
the pandemic on schools, 
workplaces and the 
economy in general, health 
experts say. 

“Vaccination against 

seasonal influenza should 
begin as soon as vaccine 
is available and continue 
throughout the influenza 
season,” Dr. Anne Schuchat 
of the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention told reporters in 
a telephone briefing. 

“At this point, 83 percent 
of the population is 
recommended to get an 
annual flu vaccine,” she 
said. “Unfortunately, only 
about 40 percent of the U.S. 
population received the flu 
vaccine last year.” 

Last year the CDC 
“encouraged” all children 
to be vaccinated. Now 
it “recommends” this — 
advice that does not have 
the force of law but that 
can affect what states and 
insurers do.

On Thursday U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
officials said they would 
work with companies and the 
National Institutes of Health 
to quickly test experimental 
H1N1 vaccines, with the 
aim of getting a vaccination 
plan underway as soon as 
possible. 

Schuchat said H1N1 was 
still circulating. 

“We are continuing to see 
transmission here in the 
United States in places 
like summer camps, some 
military academies and 
similar settings where 
people from different 
parts of the country come 
together,” she said. 

“I think this is very 
unusual to have this much 
transmission of influenza 
during the (summer) and 
I think it’s a testament to 
how susceptible people are 
to this virus.” 

TIP OF THE ICEBERG 
The CDC said 43,771 cases 
of HIN 1 influenza had been 
officially confirmed, with 
302 deaths. 

“But ... that’s really just 
the tip of the iceberg,” 
Schuchat said. “We believe 
there have been well over 
1 million cases of the new 
H1N1 virus so far in the 
United States.” 

She said the CDC would no 
longer report cases and was 
working on better ways to 
estimate how many people 
had been infected. 

The pandemic spread 
globally in less than two 
months and has infected 


people in 160 countries, 
killing 800 people, the 
World Health Organization 
said. The WHO numbers do 
not include the latest CDC 
count. 

Schuchat said there is no 
indication the virus is any 
worse in one country than 
another. 

“There are differences in 
reporting. In some places, 
we’re hearing about only 
the severe cases. In other 
places, we’re hearing 
about illness that’s in the 
community,” she said. 

She declined to call the 
pandemic “mild” and 
noted that people had 
died and many others had 
spent weeks in hospitals, 
sometimes on ventilators. 
She said the CDC was also 
watching for more cases 
of seizures. The agency 
reported on Thursday 
on four children who 
suffered seizures from 
H1N1 infection but who 
recovered. 

Schuchat advised against 
summer camps offering the 
antiviral drug oseltamivir 
— Roche AG and Gilead 
Sciences Inc’s Tamiflu — 
to prevent infection among 
children. 

“At this point we’re strongly 
recommending them for 
treatment rather than for 
prevention,” she said. 

To prevent flu, the drugs 
should be reserved for 
people at high risk of 
complications who have 
been in close contact with a 
known case, she said. □ 
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Stocks edge mostly higher; 
Microsoft drags Nasdaq

NEW YORK - Investors 
are holding on to the stock 
market’s rally. 

Most stocks rose Friday, 
extending a two-week jump 
that has added 11 percent 
to the stock market’s major 
indicators. 

Disappointing results from 
Microsoft Corp. and Amazon, 
com Inc. hit technology 
shares, however, and dragged 
the Nasdaq composite index 
lower. 

The reports underscore the 
prevailing theme of earnings 
season thus far: Companies 
have been able to report 
better-than-expected earnings 
in large part because of 
aggressive cost-cutting 

measures, not stronger sales. 
Revenue at some companies 
is still sagging as consumers 
forgo spending to shore up 
their savings. 

Still, investors have taken 
the improved results as 
confirmation that the economy 
is healing and that a turnaround 
is possible by the end of the 
year. 

“We are of the opinion that it 
may not be a straight line, but 
things are going to continue to 
get better,” said Keith Walter, 
portfolio manager at Artio 
Global Equity Fund. 

Investors are betting on an 
improvement. On Thursday, 
news that existing home sales 
rose in June for the third 


straight month helped pushed 
the Dow over 9,000 for the 
first time since January. 

In just nine days, the Dow 
and the S&P 500 index have 
climbed 11 percent, reigniting 
a rally that carried the market 
40 percent higher this spring. 
Stocks gave up some of those 
gains last month as still¬ 
growing unemployment and 
weak consumer confidence fed 
doubts about the economy’s 
recovery. 

Despite the gains, analysts 
warn that investors still 
have a number of obstacles 
to contend with, including 
earnings reports from retailers 
that will provide more insight 
into the financial health of the 
consumer. 

“It’s healthy that there is 
fear and skepticism in the 
marketplace,” said Jeffrey 
Frankel, president of Stuart 
Frankel & Co. 

“The more people are 
concerned and the more people 
are careful, the healthier the 
market will be. What gets us 
in trouble is when there is no 
fear.” 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow rose 
23.95, or 0.3 percent, to 
9,093.24, while the S&P 500 
index rose 2.97, or 0.3 percent, 
to 979.26. The Nasdaq fell 
7.64, or 0.4 percent, to 
1,965.96, breaking a 12-day 
winning streak. 

The market’s climb in the 
past two weeks reflects a mix 
of forces. Some analysts link 


part of the buying to short¬ 
covering, where investors 
have to buy stock after having 
earlier sold borrowed shares 
in a bet that the market would 
fall. That rush to cover ill- 
timed bets can hasten the 
market’s climb. 

It’s not just traders making all 
the moves. Everyday investors 
also are withdrawing money 
from some safe corners of 
the market where the returns 
are low. In the week ended 
Tuesday, money market 
mutual fund investors pulled 
$3.99 billion from taxable 
funds, according to according 
to iMoneyNet Inc. This has 
been flowing into stock and 
bond funds. 

Analysts also say money 
managers are afraid of missing 
out on a continued rally. 
“There is so much cash still 
on the sidelines,” said David 
Darst, chief investment 
strategist at Morgan Stanley 
Smith Barney. 

“People missed it and they’re 
beginning to worry that the 
train isn’t going to come back 
for them,” he said, referring to 
the rally. 

Bond prices rose, pushing 
yields slightly lower. The 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note fell to 3.66 
percent from 3.67 percent late 
Thursday. 

Analysts say a break in the 
market’s advance is warranted 
and disappointing earnings 
reports gave investors reason 
to lock in some of the recent 
gains. 

Microsoft fell $2.11 to $23.45, 
while Amazon.com dropped 
$7.38 to $86.49. 

The dollar was mixed against 
other major currencies, while 
gold prices fell. 

Oil rose 89 cents to settle at 
$68.05 a barrel. 

About two stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to a light 1 
billion shares, compared with 
1.4 billion traded Thursday. 
Light volume can skew the 
market’s moves. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 2.61, 
or 0.5 percent, to 548.46. □

Bernanke, Geithner clash 
on consumer protection 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Federal Reserve chairman Ben 
Bernanke told lawmakers Friday the central bank should 
remain in charge of consumer financial protection, opposing an 
administration proposal for a new regulator. 

Bernanke’s comments clashed with those of Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner, who called for support of a new “Consumer 
Financial Protection Agency” proposed by the administration of 
President Barack Obama. 

Bernanke argued in a hearing of the House Financial Services 
Committee that it was “important to point out some of the 
benefits that would be lost through this change.” 

He said the Fed is the appropriate regulator and must look at 
issues of consumer protection as well as systemic risk when 
supervising financial institutions. 

“Both the substance of consumer protection rules and their 
enforcement are complementary to prudential supervision,” he 
said. 

“Poorly designed financial products and misaligned incentives 
can at once harm consumers and undermine financial 
institutions.” 

He said the Federal Reserve “has adopted strong consumer 
protection measures in the mortgage and credit card areas” but 
is also careful about “tailoring rules that prevent abuses while 
not impeding the availability of sensible extensions of credit.” 
Geithner insisted in the same hearing however that “the case for 
the Consumer Financial Protection Agency is clear.” 

He said that many non-bank financial firms such as mortgage 
brokers and large independent mortgage companies “currently 
operate under no federal supervision.” 

Thus, the creation of a new consumer protection agency “would 
fix this problem and ensure a level playing field by extending 
the reach of federal oversight to all financial firms, no matter 
whether they are banks or non-banks.” 

He also said that while bank regulators’ “primary focus is the 
safety and soundness of the institutions” rather than the effect 
on consumers. 

“That is why the CFPA would have as its sole mission examining 
how a product or practice affects consumers,” Geithner told the 
panel. □

LOS ANGELES - E. Lynn 
Harris, a pioneer of gay 
black fiction and a literary 
entrepreneur who rose from 
self-publishing to best-selling 
status, has died, his publicist 
said Friday. He was 54. 
Publicist Laura Gilmore said 
Harris died Thursday night 
after being stricken at the 
Peninsula Hotel in Beverly 
Hills, and a cause of death 
had not been determined. 
She said Harris, who lived in 
Atlanta, fell ill on a train to 
Los Angeles a few days ago 
and blacked out for a few 
minutes, but seemed fine 
after that. 

Assistant Chief Coroner 
Ed Winter said only that a 
man matching Harris’ name 
and date of birth had died 
Thursday night at Cedars- 
Sinai Medical Center, which 
was confirmed by hospital 
spokeswoman Simi Singer. 
Gilmore said an autopsy 
would be performed Monday 
or Tuesday. 

An improbable and 
inspirational success story, 
Harris worked for a decade 
as an IBM executive before 
taking up writing, selling 
the novel “Invisible Life” 
from his car as he visited 
salons and beauty parlors 
around Atlanta. He had 
unprecedented success for 
an openly gay black author 
and his strength as a romance 
writer led some to call him 
the “male Terry McMillan.” 
He went on to mainstream 
success with works such as the 


novel “Love of My Own” and 
the memoir “What Becomes 
of the Brokenhearted.” 

His writing fell into several 
genres, including gay and 
lesbian fiction, African 
American fiction and urban 
fiction. But he found success 
in showing readers a new side 
of African American life: the 
secret world of professional, 
bisexual black men living as 
heterosexuals. 

“He was a pioneering 
voice within the black 
LGBT community but also 
resonated with mainstream 
communities, regardless of 
race and sexual orientation,” 
said Herndon Davis, a gay 
advocate and a diversity 
media consultant in Los 
Angeles. “Harris painted with 
eloquent prose and revealing 
accuracy the lives of African 
American men and the 
many complicated struggles 
they faced reconciling their 
sexuality and spirituality 
while rising above societal 
taboos within the black 
community.” 

Harris published 11 novels, 
10 of which were on The 
New York Times best-seller 
list. There are over 4 million 
copies of his books in print, 
according to his publisher, 
Doubleday. 

“We at Doubleday are deeply 
shocked and saddened to 
learn of E. Lynn Harris’ death 
at too young an age,” said 
Doubleday spokeswoman 
Alison Rich, his longtime 
publicist. “His pioneering 
novels and powerful 
memoir about the black gay 


experience touched and 
inspired millions of lives, and 
he was a gifted storyteller 
whose books brought delight 
and encouragement to readers 
everywhere.” 

In an interview last year, 
Harris recalled the first time 
he realized he was poor, when 
as a young boy his family was 
invited to the housewarming 
of a well-to-do family in his 
hometown of Fayetteville, 
Ark. Fresh from an afternoon 
of playing outside, he tried 
desperately to tuck his bare, 
dusty feet underneath the sofa 
after another guest remarked 
on his appearance. 

“I didn’t grow up in the 
kind of environment that my 
characters grew up in, or the 
kind of environment that I 
live in now,” he said. “It was 
one of the things that I always 
aspired to.” 

His 1994 debut, “Invisible 
Life,” was a coming-of-age 
story that dealt with the then- 
taboo topic. 

“If you were African 
American and you were gay, 
you kept your mouth shut and 
you went on and did what 
everybody else did,” he said. 
“You had girlfriends, you 
lived a life that your parents 
had dreamed for you.” 

Harris was not living as 
an openly gay man when 
“Invisible Life” was 
published, and could not 
acknowledge the parallels 
between himself and the 
book. 

“People would often ask, ‘Is 
this book about you?’ I didn’t 
want to talk about that,” he 
said. “I wasn’t comfortable 
talking about it. I would say 
that this is a work of fiction.” 
Harris said that the courage 
readers got from the book 
empowered him to be honest 
about himself. He continued 
to tell stories dealing with 
similar issues, to tell black 
middle class readers about 
people they knew, but who 
were living secret lives. 

For years, he was alone 
in exposing the “down 
low,” but the phenomenon 
exploded into mainstream 
culture in 2004, a decade 
after “Invisible Life.” That 
year, J.L. King’s “On the 
Down Low: A Journey Into 
the Lives of ‘Straight’ Black 


Men Who Sleep With Men” 
hit bookstores and the author 
appeared on Oprah Winfrey’s 
TV show. 

His 10th novel, “Just Too 
Good to Be True,” focused 
for the first time on a 
straight relationship, telling 
the story of a 21-year-old 
football star, his mother, 
and his cheerleader love 
interest. Harris taught writing 
classes at his alma mater, the 
University of Arkansas, and 
leaned on his students there to 
gather material for the book. 
ThelastbookHarrispublished, 
“Basketball Jones,” focused 
on a hidden relationship 
between a successful business 
professional in New Orleans 


and an NBA star. 

Janis F. Kearney met Harris 
when the two were among a 
handful of black journalism 
students at the University of 
Arkansas in Fayetteville. The 
two became fast friends and 
their relationship deepened 
as they both evolved into 
authors. Kearney, who now 
lives in Little Rock, Ark., 
recalled Harris’ huge heart. 
“I’ve seen him help so many 
people,” Kearney said. “He 
was very open, very giving, 
very caring, someone you 
felt so fortunate to have in 
your life. He’s just one of 
those people I’ll never stop 
missing. ”□

LOS ANGELES (Reuters) 
- Since Michael Jackson’s 
sudden death on June 25, the 
rumor mill over details of 
his bizarre personal life has 
ground away nearly non-stop, 
and on Friday, one company 
said it was turning his hair into 
diamonds. That one is true. 
The claims this week included 
a report in Rolling Stone 
magazine that a prosthetic 
nose he wore apparently went 
missing when he was taken 
to the morgue, and a British 


tabloid trumpeted a headline 
that he fathered a secret love- 
child. 

In one by-product of the 
“Thriller” singer’s death, a 
Chicago company said on 
Friday it had obtained some 
of the hair Jackson burned 
while filming a 1984 Pepsi 
commercial and planned to 
create a limited edition of 
diamonds from it. 

“Absolutely this is for real,” 
said Dean VandenBiesen, 
founder of LifeGem, which 
has a patent on a process that

extracts carbon from hair, 
turns it into crystals and then 
into high-quality laboratory 
diamonds. 

VandenBiesen told Reuters he 
thought the company could 
make about 10 diamonds. No 
sale price has been set but 
VandenBiesen said LifeGem 
created three diamonds from 
locks of Beethoven’s hair in 
2007, and sold one of them for 
around $200,000. 

Separately, the August 6 issue 
of Rolling Stone magazine 
reported that not only was 
the left arm of Jackson’s dead 
body “scored with needle 
marks” — claims that have 
arisen before — but he wore an 
artificial nose that was missing 
when he was taken to the Los 
Angeles county morgue. 

“The prosthesis that he 
normally attached to his 
damaged nose was missing, 
revealing bits of cartilage 
surrounding a small dark 
hole,” the magazine said in an 


unsourced report. 

While that report could not 
be confirmed, Los Angeles 
coroner’s officials did say 
earlier this week they were 
probing security breaches in 
their offices. 

The coroner’s office is 
expected to release an official 
cause of death next week 
which could shed light on 
some of the reports, including 
Jackson’s possible use of 
powerful drugs. 

And even as custody of 
Jackson’s three children is 
set to be decided in court on 
August 3, The Sun newspaper 
speculated the singer may 
have had a love-child raised in 
Norway. 

Omer Bhatti, 25, sparked 
interest when he was spotted 
sitting with the singer’s 
immediate family at Jackson’s 
public memorial earlier this 
month. Bhatti reportedly 
spent time with Jackson at his 
Neverland Valley Ranch in 


the 1990s and was known as 
“Little Michael”. 

But another of Jackson’s 
former proteges, singer Ricky 
Harlow, told celebrity website 
People.com on Friday that 
although they were close he 
doubted Bhatti was Jackson’s 
son. 

“They had a father-and-son 
type of connection,” Harlow, 
26, told People, “but I never 
thought he (Jackson) was his 
biological father.” 

In Jackson’s 2002 will, 
the singer listed only three 
children now living: Prince 
Michael Jackson, Jr, Paris 
Michael Kathering Jackson 
and Prince Michael Joseph 
Jackson II. □

Obama rushes to quell 
racial uproar he helped lire

WASHINGTON (AP) — Knocked offstride 
by a racial uproar he helped stoke, President 
Barack Obama hastened Friday to try and tamp 
down the flames. Obama, who had said police 
“acted stupidly” in arresting black scholar 
Henry Louis Gates Jr., declared the white 
arresting officer was a good man and invited 
him and the professor to the White House for 
a beer. 


Obama conceded his words had been ill- 
chosen, but he stopped short of a public 
apology. He personally telephoned both Gates 
and Cambridge, Massachusetts, Sgt. James 
Crowley, hoping to end the rancorous back- 
and-forth over what had transpired and what 
Obama had said about it. 

Trying to lighten the situation, he even 
commiserated with Crowley about reporters on 
his lawn.

Some Guantanamo detainees 
may come to U.S. jails

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Pentagon’s top lawyer 
said Friday that the Obama 
administration has not 
abandoned the possibility of 
transferring some prisoners 
from the Guantanamo 
Bay detention center to a 
prison in the United States 
despite strong congressional 


concerns. 

Defense Department general 
counsel Jeh Charles Johnson 
told the House Armed 
Services Committee that some 
suspected terrorists might be 
transferred to the U.S. for 
prosecution and others sent to 
a facility inside the U.S. for 
long-term incarceration. 
Administration officials had 
raised those possible moves 


before, but Congress in June 
passed a law that would 
allow detainees held at the 
Navy-run prison in Cuba 
to be transferred to the U.S. 
for prosecution only after 
lawmakers have had two 
months to read a White House 
report on how it plans to shut 
the facility and disperse the 
inmates.

Dearborn Police Chief Ronald Haddad said the 56-year-old 
man found Wednesday in the suburban Detroit home with the 
animals may have been living with an increasing number of 
dogs for up to three or four years.

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Iran president caves 
in over VP controversy

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad caved into pressure from hardline clerics and the 
country’s supreme leader Friday and allowed the resignation of 
his top deputy after a week-long standoff. 

For days, the president had resisted pressure from hard-liners, 
including a direct order from the supreme leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei, to dismiss his choice for the key post of first vice 
president, Esfandiar Rahim Mashai, who last year angered 
conservatives when he made friendly comments toward Israel.

Hours earlier, a multiracial 
group of police officers 
had stood with Crowley in 
Massachusetts and said the 
president should apologize. 

It was a measure of the nation’s 
keen sensitivities on matters 
of race that the fallout from 
a disorderly conduct charge 
in Massachusetts — and the 


remarks of America’s first 
black president about it — had 
mushroomed to such an extent 
that he felt compelled to make 
a surprise appearance in the 
White House briefing room 
to try to put the matter to rest. 
The blowup had dominated 
national attention just as 
Obama was trying to marshal 
public pressure to get Congress 
to push through health care

overhaul legislation — and as 
polls showed growing doubts 
about his performance. 

“This has been ratcheting 
up, and I obviously helped 
to contribute ratcheting it 
up,” Obama said of the racial 
controversy. “I want to make 
clear that in my choice of 
words, I think I unfortunately 
gave an impression that I was 
maligning the Cambridge 
Police Department and Sgt. 
Crowley specifically. And 
I could’ve calibrated those 
words differently.” 

The president did not back 
down from his contention 
that police had overreacted 
by arresting the Harvard 
professor for disorderly 
conduct after coming to his 
home to investigate a possible 
break-in. He added, though, 
that he thought Gates, too, had 
overreacted to the police who 
questioned him. The charge 
has been dropped. 

Obama stirred up a hornet’s 
nest when he said at a prime¬ 
time news conference this 
week that Cambridge police 
had “acted stupidly” by 
arresting Gates, a friend of 
the president’s. Still, Obama 
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said Friday he didn’t regret 
stepping into the controversy 
and hoped the matter would 
end up being a “teachable 
moment” for the nation. 

“The fact that this has garnered 
so much attention, I think, is 
testimony to the fact that these 
are issues that are still very 
sensitive here in America,” 
Obama said. 

Obama wryly took note of the 
distraction from his legislative 
efforts. 

“I don’t know if you’ve 
noticed, but nobody’s been 
paying much attention to 
health care,” the president 
said. 

Obama, who has come under 
intense criticism from police 
organizations, said he had 
called Crowley to clear the 
air, and said the conversation 
confirmed his belief that the 
sergeant is an “outstanding 
police officer and a good 
man.” 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs refused to 
say whether Obama had 
apologized to Crowley. 

Asked repeatedly about that, 
Gibbs said: “If the president 
doesn’t want to characterize it 
in a conversation that he hates 
having with you all, I’m not 
going to get ahead of him.” 
The story had taken on a life of 
its own, and the White House 
scrambled to keep up. 

Gibbs said just Friday 
morning that the president had 
probably said most of what 
he was going to say, and that 
the only problem was media 
“obsession.” 

Hours later, Obama showed up 
to try to put the issue to rest. 
There were signs both that 
Obama’s statement had 
helped to ease tensions and 
that his critics were not 
about to let that be the end 
of it: A trio of Massachusetts 
police organizations issued 
a statement thanking the 
president for his “willingness 
to reconsider his remarks.” And 
a Republican congressman 
from Michigan, Thaddeus 
McCotter, said he would 
introduce a House resolution 
calling on Obama to apologize 
to Crowley. 

Obama tried to lighten his 
tone in his public remarks 
about his phone conversation 
with Crowley. 

He said the police officer 
“wanted to find out if there 
was a way of getting the press 


off his lawn.” 

“I informed him that I can’t 
get the press off my lawn,” 
Obama joked. 

In his conversation with Gates, 
aides said, Obama and the 
professor had spoken about 
the president’s statement to 
the press and his conversation 
with Crowley. 

The case began on Monday, 
when word broke that Gates, 
58, had been arrested five days 
earlier at the two-story home 
he rents from Harvard. 
Supporters including A1 
Sharpton and Jesse Jackson 
called the arrest an outrageous 
act of racial profiling. Public 
interest increased when a 
photograph surfaced of the 
handcuffed Gates being 
escorted off his porch amid 
three officers, two white and 
one black. 

Cambridge police moved to 
drop the disorderly conduct 
charge on Tuesday — without 
apology, but calling the case 
“regrettable.” 

That didn’t end the national 
debate: Some said Gates was 
responsible for his own arrest 
because of his response to 
Crowley, while others said 
Gates was justified to yell at 
the officer. 

Obama’s criticism of the 
police only added fuel to the 
racial debate. 

Meanwhile, the police union 
and fellow officers, black and 
white, rallied around Crowley, 
a decorated officer who in 
1993 tried to give lifesaving 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
to Reggie Lewis, a black 
Boston Celtics player who 
collapsed at practice. Lewis 
could not be revived. 

Crowley, 42, had been selected 
to be a police academy 
instructor on how to avoid 
racial profiling. 

A multiracial group of officers 
and union officials stood 
with Crowley on Friday at 
a news conference to show 
support and to ask Obama and 
Massachusetts Gov. Deval 
Patrick, who is black, to 
apologize for their comments. 
Patrick had called Gates’ 
arrest “every black man’s 
nightmare.” 

Obama’s take on the situation: 
“My sense is you’ve got two 
good people in a circumstance 
in which neither of them were 
able to resolve the incident in 
a way that it should have been 
resolved. 
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First openly gay member 
joins U.S. Air Force board

COLORADO SPRINGS, 
Colorado (AP) — A 
Democrat who last year 
became the first openly 
gay non-incumbent elected 
to Congress took his place 
Friday on the U.S. Air Force 
Academy’s supervisory 
board. 

Rep. Jared Polis was 
appointed earlier this 
month to the Academy’s 
Board of Visitors, which 
meets Friday and Saturday 
in Colorado Springs. He 
is thought to be the first 
openly gay member serving 
on an oversight board at any 
service academy. 

The boards report to 
Congress and the Pentagon 
on how the academies 
are doing, including 
recommendations for 
change. 


Polis opposes the military’s 
ban on gay and lesbian 
servicemembers and has 
twice proposed, then 
withdrawn, amendments 
to undo “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policies, which 
prohibit gays from serving 
openly in the armed forces. 
Polis ’ appointment, made by 
Democratic House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, has veterans 
on both sides of the “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” debate 
wondering if it’s a signal 
change is coming. 

“We’re all reading the tea 
leaves here,” said Tricia 
Heller, a Class of ‘87 Air 
Force Academy graduate 
who flew C-9 jets for the Air 
Force before the leaving the 
service four years ago and 
coming out. 

“I’m not saying ‘Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell’ is going away. 
We can’t say that. But this 


is a good sign,” said Heller, 
now an attorney in Windsor, 
Colorado. She’s one of 
about 70 members of the 
Blue Alliance, an alumni 
group of gay and lesbian Air 
Force Academy graduates, 
plus some straight alums 
who want to end the ban on 
gays in the military. 

Polis says he doesn’t plan 
to push for change through 
the Board of Visitors but 
did repeat his opposition 
to the “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” ban on gay, lesbian 
and transgendered 

servicemembers. Asked 
about the policy, Polis said 
he expects Congress will 
start debating as soon as this 
fall a repeal of the 1993 ban 
on gay servicemembers. 
“We expect that to end 
shortly, and I look forward 
to being a value to the 
Academy in making the

The law is silent on whether Guantanamo 

detainees can be held inside the U.S. if they 

do not have a trial pending. 

Johnson also said no prisoners would be 
released from custody inside the country. 
Congress has blocked funding for transferring 
any detainees from Guantanamo Bay into 
the United States for the 2009 budget year 
ending Sept. 30. President Barack Obama 
has ordered Guantanamo facility closed by 
January 2010. 

Both civilian federal jails and military prisons 
are being considered for potential future 
incarceration for prisoners facing criminal 
prosecution, military tribunals, or long-term 
detention without a trial, Assistant Attorney 
General David Kris said at the same hearing. 
More than 50 have been cleared for release 
and an administration task force is still 
sorting through the remaining 229 prisoners 
to determine their fates. The panel has 
reviewed about half the cases, according to 
a Justice Department official who asked not 
to be named because he is not authorized to 
discuss the matter publicly. 

Government lawyers in both the Obama and 
Bush administrations say that an unspecified 
number of detainees should continue to be 
held without trial. Some of the evidence 
against them is classified or thin, and the 
government fears these most dangerous 


detainees could be released should they be 
given their day in court. 

Johnson also said the Obama administration 
has not yet determined where it will hold 
newly captured al-Qaida or Taliban prisoners 
for extended detention after Guantanamo 
Bay’s prison closes. 

The Bush administration established the jail at 
Guantanamo shortly after the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks to hold and interrogate suspected 
terrorists. It has held about 780 prisoners. 
About 550 of them have been returned to their 
home countries or resettled in other places. 
Roughly another 50 have been approved 
for transfer to other countries, pending the 
acceptance of those governments. 

The Obama administration on Friday signaled 
it intends to bring a second Guantanamo 
Bay detainee to the United States for trial 
in criminal court. Federal prosecutors told 
a court Friday they no longer plan to hold 
Mohammed Jawad, an Afghan, as a wartime 
prisoner. Jawad is not likely to be transferred 
soon. For the time being, prosecutors 
say, he will remain at Guantanamo while 
an “expedited” criminal investigation is 
conducted. 

So far, the only Guantanamo detainee 
brought to face trial in a U.S. criminal court 
is Ahmed Ghailani, a Tanzanian who was 
sent to New York in June to face charges he 
helped orchestrate two bomb attacks on U.S. 
embassies in Africa in 1998. □

transition,” Polis said. 

Polis’ appointment has 
sparked a sometimes- 
fiery debate on military 
blogs, and even some 
fellow board members say 
they’re perplexed by his 
appointment. If he were 
a student at the Academy, 
Polis would be kicked out. 
“This is not the direction 
I would choose,” said 
former Rep. Robin Hayes, 
a Republican who is on 
the board and supports 
the military’s ban on gay 
servicemembers.

the U.S. position at the May 
conference. 

“I would postpone 
consideration,” he said about 
the test ban treaty. 

Some analysts, who follow the 
issue, say that other Republicans 
will be watching Lugar and 
particularly McCain. 

“John McCain is one of the 
only Republican senators who 
is independent-minded enough 
to break out of the partisan 
dividing lines on this issue,” 
said Daryl Kimball, executive 
director of the Arms Control 
Association. “He has the 
gravitas to influence others in 
the caucus.” 

When the treaty was submitted 
for consideration in 1999, both 
Lugar and McCain expressed 
concerns about how little 
time was allowed for debate 
of a complex issue. They and 
other opponents also doubted 
whether the treaty’s monitoring 
system could detect small 
underground nuclear test and 
worried that the soundness of 


the U.S. nuclear arsenal would 
come under question if tests 
could not be conducted. 
Ultimately, the Republican- 
controlled Senate rejected 
the pact almost entirely along 
party lines with a 48-in-favor, 
51-against vote. 

Negotiated in the 1990s, the 
treaty specified 44 nuclear- 
capable states — from Algeria 
to Vietnam — that must give 
full formal approval before 
it can take effect, putting the 
power of international law 
and the U.N. Security Council 
behind the ban. All but nine of 
those have ratified, along with 
the governing bodies of 113 
other nations. 

Besides the U.S., the holdouts 
among the 44 are China, Egypt, 
India, Indonesia, Iran, Israel, 
North Korea and Pakistan. 
Democratic Sen. John Kerry, 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee chairman, said in 
March that he has begun the 
process of bringing the treaty 
back before the Senate. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — A key 
Republican senator who helped 
vote down U.S. ratification 
of a nuclear test ban treaty 10 
years ago, said he would now 
consider supporting it. 

Sen. John McCain, the last 
Republican presidential 

nominee, told The Associated 
Press that he still has concerns 
but could support the treaty, 
if they are addressed before 
another vote. 

In a separate interview, another 
important Republican who 
voted against the treaty in 1999, 
Sen. Richard Lugar, said he has 
not yet made up his mind. 
President Barack Obama has 
said that ratifying the treaty is 
a priority as he tries to reverse 
the spread of nuclear weapons 
and reduce the threat that they 
will be used. 

The two Republicans could 
prove pivotal for Senate 
ratification. Even if all 
Democrats and their allies back 
the treaty, Obama would need 
the support of at least seven 
Republicans. 

Lugar and McCain are two of 
the top Republicans on national 
security and would likely have 
sway over their colleagues. 
Lugar is the senior Republican 
on the Foreign Relations 
Committee; McCain, Obama’s 


former presidential opponent, 
is the senior Republican on the 
Armed Services Committee. 
McCain has embraced Obama’s 
goal of eliminating all the 
world’s nuclear weapons and 
said that a global test ban 
would be a step forward if it 
were implemented prudently. 
“The devil is in the details,” he 
said. “If we could get it done, 
if it is acceptable, then it is a 
step forward on the path to the 
president’s goal and mine of a 
nuclear free world.” 

Lugar, who is regarded as one of 
Washington’s leading actors on 
arms control issues, said that he 
favored delaying consideration 
of a treaty at least until after an 
international conference in May 
on strengthening the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. He 
said he would consider the test 
ban treaty when it was brought 
up. 

Lugar is currently pressing for 
the administration to conclude 
talks with Russia on a follow-on 
agreement to the 1991 Strategic 
Arms Reduction Treaty, which 
expires in December. 

The Republican senator said 
he is marshaling party votes to 
ratify that treaty, which would 
limit U.S. and Russian nuclear 
arsenals. He said he does not 
want an acrimonious debate 
about a test ban treaty to sap 
support for START or weaken

SACRAMENTO, California

“The house was in complete 
disarray, very cluttered and, 
with 100-plus dogs running 
around in there, very filthy,” 
he said. 

A criminal investigation 
was under way at the two- 
story brick home, Haddad 
said. He said the case could 
be forwarded to prosecutors 
for possible animal-cruelty 
charges. 

Haddad said 112 live dogs 
had been removed from the 
home as of Friday, and police 
believe about five more may 
be hiding inside. He declined 
to release details about the 
breed of the dead dogs. 

The man living in the house 
was taken to a local hospital 
for observation. He had no 
health insurance and a mental 
impairment that stemmed 
from rubella as a child, and 
had lived for years alone in the 
home after his parents retired 
to Florida, said lawyer James 
G. Schmier, who was acting 
as a family spokesman. 

“I think this is a very human 
story of a guy who had some 
very severe mental issues,” 
Schmier said. 

Neighbors in the past had 
complained of an odor at the 
Dearborn home, which had a 
neatly cut lawn and manicured 
bushes. But this week was the 
first time officials got inside,

The final blow, however, 
appeared to be the public 
reading on state television 
of the order issued earlier by 
Khamenei to dismiss Mashai 
because he is “contrary to 
the interest of you and the 
government.” 

The issue created a rare rift 
between Ahmadinejad and 


the hard-liners that form 
the bedrock of his support 
and comes at a particular 
sensitive time as he is battling 
opposition reformists who 
accuse him of winning the 
June 12 presidential elections 
through fraud. 

“After the announcement of 
the exalted supreme leader’s 
order, Mashai doesn’t consider 
himself first vice president,” 
IRNA quoted presidential aide 
Mojtaba Samareh Hashemi as 
saying late Friday. 

The resignation capped a 
day of renewed pressure that 
featured conservative student 
street demonstrations and 
Friday sermons railing against 
Mashai’s appointment. 

Despite all the pressure, 
Ahmadinejad had pleaded 
for more time to explain his 
reasons for choosing a man 
he had described as a “pious, 
caring, honest and creative 
caretaker for Iran.” Mashai’s 
son is also married to the 
president’s daughter. 

The president even continued 
to back his man after his 
greatest supporter and 
the supreme leader of the 
country issued a private 
order Monday telling him 
that the appointment “causes 
a rift and disillusionment 
among your supporters. The 
aforementioned appointment 
must be canceled and consider 
it null and void.” 

Reading the order publicly 
Friday dramatically increased 
the pressure on Ahmadinejad, 
and further refusal to act 
would have amounted to a 
flagrant and public defiance 
of the supreme leader. 

The issue was also the topic of 
the main Friday prayer sermon 


in Tehran. Ayatollah Ahmad 
Khatami said that “now that 
he (Khamenei) has expressed 
his opinion, there is no room 
for delay anymore.” 

Khamenei has the final say 
over all state matters and has 
rarely faced defiance in the 
past. That changed following 
last month’s election when 
supporters of opposition 
leader Mir Hossein Mousavi 
challenged Khamenei’s ruling 
that the June 12 vote was fair. 
The flap over the vice 
presidency appears to signal 
a move by Khamenei to 
entrench for himself an even 
more unquestionable status 
in the face of the reformist 
threat. By demanding 
Mashai’s removal, Khamenei 
is effectively appropriating 
a new power, since normally 
the supreme leader does not 
intervene openly to remove a 
government official, though 
he is believed to often vet 
appointments behind the 
scenes. 

The president’s brief defiance 
may have been out of fear of 
an attempt by hard-liners to 
dictate the government he is 
due to form next month. 
Mashai angered hard-liners in 
2008 when he said Iranians 
were “friends of all people in 
the world — even Israelis.” He 
was serving as vice president 
in charge of tourism and 
cultural heritage at the time. 
Iran has 12 vice presidents, 
but the first vice president is 
the most important because 
he succeeds the president 
if he dies, is incapacitated, 
steps down or is removed. 
The first vice president also 
leads Cabinet meetings in the 
absence of the president. □ 
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Iranian airliner skids off runway killing 17

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — An 
Iranian plane carrying 153 
passengers and crew skidded 
off the runway and crashed 
Friday while landing in 
northeast Iran, killing at least 
17 people, the state news 
agency said. 

Among the dead was the 
manager of the privately 
owned Aria Airlines, operator 
of the plane. 

Television footage showed 
the plane sitting at an angle, 
its tail resting awkwardly on 
the ground and the mangled 
front end pointing toward the 
sky. The rest of the aircraft 
appeared largely intact. 

The crash came just over a 
week after another Iranian 
passenger plane nose-dived 
into the ground shortly after 
takeoff, killing all 168 people 
aboard. 

Iran’s aging fleet is plagued 
by maintenance problems, 
blamed on financial straits 
and U.S. sanctions that make 
it harder for the country to get 
many types of spare parts. 

The official IRNA news 
agency reported that in 
Friday’s crash, the plane’s 
tires failed on landing and the 
craft skidded into a wall. No 
wall was visible in the footage 
broadcast on TV. 

The Russian-made Ilyushin- 
62 plane had flown from 
Tehran, the Iranian capital, 
to the northeastern city of 
Mashhad, 600 miles away.

Rashid told the state news 
agency that 20 people 
were injured. He said all 
the survivors had been 
evacuated. 

U.S. sanctions prevent Iran 
from updating its 30-year-old 
American aircraft and make 
it difficult to get European 
spare parts or planes as well. 
The country has come to rely 
on Russian aircraft, many of 
them Soviet-era planes that 
are harder to get parts for since 
the fall of the Soviet Union. 
Iran’s worst crash came 
in February 2003 and also 
involved a Russian-made 
Ilyushin that plowed into the 
mountains of southeastern 
Iran, killing 302 people — 
mostly members of the elite 
Revolutionary Guard. 

Some of the jets in Iran’s 
fleet are U.S.-made craft 
bought before the 1979 
Islamic Revolution, which 
led to a cutoff in ties between 
the nations.

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Ousted Honduran leader returns home - briefly

EL PARAISO, Honduras 
(AP) — Ousted President 
Manuel Zelaya took a 
symbolic step into his 
homeland Friday, vowing 
to reclaim his post a month 
after soldiers flew him into 
exile. 

But he stayed less than 30 
minutes before returning to 
Nicaragua, saying the risk 
of bloodshed was too great. 
He said he would give talks 
with the coup-installed 
government another try. 

“I am not afraid but I’m 
not crazy either,” Zelaya 
told the Venezuela-based 
television network Telesur. 
“There could be violence 
and I don’t want to be the 
cause.” 

Shortly before Zelaya’s 
crossing, his supporters 
clashed with soldiers 
and police nearby after 
the government ordered 
everyone off the streets 
along the 600-mile (1,000- 
kilometer) border with 
Nicaragua in a noon-to- 


dawn curfew. Police said 
one demonstrator was 
slightly injured. 

Wearing his trademark 
white cowboy hat, Zelaya 
walked up to a sign reading 
“Welcome to Honduras” 
and smiled to cheering 
supporters at the remote 
mountain pass flanked by 
banana trees. 

He stopped a few steps 
into Honduran territory, 
speaking to nearby military 
officials on his mobile 
phone. 

“I’ve spoken to the colonel 
and he told me I could not 
cross the border,” Zelaya 
said. “I told him I could 
cross.” 

But he soon went back 
to Nicaragua and said he 
was ready to return to the 
negotiating table. 

“The best thing is to reach 
an understanding that 
respects the will of the 
people,” Zelaya said. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton called 
Zelaya’s trip “reckless.” 
International leaders had

urged Zelaya not to go 
home without an agreement 
out of fear it would lead to 
bloodshed. Zelaya had said 
he had no choice after U.S.- 
backed talks with his ousters 
failed to reinstate him. 

The interim government has 
insisted it will arrest Zelaya 
once he returns, ignoring 
threats of sanctions from 
nations worldwide if he 
is not reinstated. Soldiers 
formed a human chain 
near the border crossing 
Friday but did not move to 
approach Zelaya. 

In a statement, the 
interim government of 
Roberto Micheletti said 
it too still believes in 
negotiations. Its deputy 
foreign minister, Marta 
Alvarado, accused Zelaya 
of seeking “subversion and 
a bloodbath.” 

Interim Deputy Security 
Minister Mario Perdomo 
told The Associated Press 
that authorities didn’t bother 
to arrest Zeyala because he 
barely entered Honduras. 
“Zelaya made a show of 
entering Honduras, he 
put one foot in, and left,” 
Perdomo said. “And he 
did this in a dead zone 
of the frontier, which we 
tolerated.” 

Zelaya said his reinstatement 


is necessary to preserve 
democracy and prevent 
coups, not only in Honduras 
but across a region that has 
seen many in its turbulent 
political history. 

“The people of Latin 
America and the world have 
been losing their rights,” 
Zelaya said. 

Thousands of Zelaya 
opponents demonstrated 
in San Pedro Sula, the 
country’s second-largest 
city. 

An equal number of 
supporters flocked to the 
border to support Zelaya’s 
return, and soldiers manned 
checkpoints on highways 
leading to the border area to 
prevent them from getting 
to El Paraiso. Some made 
their way on foot after bus 
drivers refused to risk the 
trip. 

The government said the 
border curfew was intended 
to preserve the peace, but by 
late afternoon authorities did 
not appear to be enforcing 
it. 

All governments in the 
Western Hemisphere have 
condemned the coup, in 
which soldiers acting on 
orders from Congress and 
the Supreme Court arrested 
Zelaya and flew him into 
exile. Nations on both sides

of the political spectrum say 
Zelaya’s return to power 
is crucial to the region’s 
stability. 

But Washington and the 
Organization of American 
States have asked Zelaya 
to be patient and not return 
on his own, fearing it would 
plunge the country into 
chaos. 

“President Zelaya’s effort to 
reach the border is reckless,” 
Clinton said in Washington. 
She said it would not help 
restore democratic and 
constitutional order in 
Honduras. 

An initial attempt to 
fly home on July 5 was 
frustrated when officials 
blocked the runway of the 
Honduran capital’s airport. 
Honduras’ Supreme Court 
ordered Zelaya’s arrest 
before the coup because 
he ignored court orders to 
drop plans for a referendum 
on whether to form a 
constitutional assembly. 
The military decided to send 
Zelaya into exile instead. 
The negotiations stalled 
after neither side accepted a 
proposal from Costa Rican 
President Oscar Arias, the 
chief mediator. Arias called 
for Zelaya’s reinstatement, 
amnesty for the coup leaders 
and early elections.□ 
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Huge telescope opens In 
Spain’s Canary Islands

LA PALMA, Canary Islands 
(AP) — One of the world’s 
most powerful telescopes has 
opened its shutters for the first 
time to begin exploring faint 
light from distant parts of the 
universe. 

The Gran Telescopio Canarias, 
a €130 million ($185 million) 
telescope featuring a 34-foot 
reflecting mirror, sits atop an 
extinct volcano. Its location 
above cloud cover takes 
advantage of the pristine skies 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 
Planning for the telescope 
began in 1987 and has 


involved more than 1,000 
people from 100 companies. 
It was inaugurated Friday by 
King Juan Carlos. 

The observatory is located 
at 7,870 feetabove sea-level 
where prevailing winds keep 
the atmosphere stable and 
transparent, the Canary Islands 
Astrophysics Institute said. 
The institute, which runs the 
telescope, said it will capture 
the birth of stars, study 
characteristics of black holes 
and decipher some of the 
chemical components of the 
Big Bang. 

The telescope is composed of 
36 separate mirrors that began 


slowly focusing in July 2007 
to eventually act as a single 
large reflecting surface that 
directs light onto a central 
camera point. 

Among those who have done 
research at La Palma is Brian 
May, lead guitarist of rock 
group Queen, who studied 
there for part of his doctorate 
in astrophysics at the institute. 
May, who published “BANG! 
The Complete History of the 
Universe” with astronomers 
Patrick Moore and Chris 
Lintott, composed a musical 
score for the telescope’s 
inauguration.

FINA bans record-setting bodysuits

Cavendish wins Tour 19th stage

AUBENAS, France (AP) — 
Mark Cavendish of Britain 
won the 19th stage of the 
Tour de France on Friday, 
and Alberto Contador 
retained his commanding 
overall lead with two racing 
days left. 

Cavendish earned his fifth 
stage victory this year, 
edging Thor Hushovd of 
Norway and Gerald Ciolek 
of Germany in the relatively 
flat 110.6-mile ride from 
Bourgoin-Jallieu to 

Aubenas. They all finished 
in 3 hours, 50 minutes, 35 
seconds. 

Fance Armstrong crossed 
with the same time to 
retain third place overall, 
trimming four seconds off 
his deficit to Contador and 


second-place Andy Schleck 
of Fuxembourg. 

While Hushovd is likely 
to win the green jersey 
awarded to the Tour’s best 
sprinter this year, Cavendish 
became the first racer to win 


five Tour stages in a single 
year since Armstrong in 
2004. 

“This is a high point in my 
career,” Cavendish said on 
French TV, acknowledging 
that a little hill at the finish 
meant the layout wasn’t 
suited to his strengths. “It 
was particularly difficult.” 
Overall, Contador leads 
Schleck by 4:11 and 
Armstrong by 5:21 heading 
into the last big stage 
— Saturday’s 103.8-mile 
ride from Montelimar to a 
punishing uphill finish up 
the famed Mont Ventoux. 
“It’s really hard, I’d very 
much like there not to be 
a climb,” Contador said 
of the widely dreaded 
mountain. “There’s a lot of 
headwind.” 

While his lockhold on the 


yellow jersey isn’t under 
much threat, Contador said 
his first job Saturday will 
be to defend it — but that 
he will help Armstrong get 
a spot on the podium, if he 
can. 


The extra four seconds 
that Armstrong collected 
by riding among the 12- 
man sprinters’ group could 
come in handy because 
he is closely trailed in the 
overall standings for third. 
“Tomorrow is the big day, 
but that’s what made the ride 
today hard because already 
we’re a bit into the stage 
(mentally),” Schleck said. 
“Tomorrow it’s the legs that 
will do the talking.” 
Schleck said that in 
comparison to Mont 
Ventoux, F’Alpe d’Huez 
— another of France’s most 
punishing climbs — is “a 
piece of cake.” 

Bradley Wiggins of Britain, 
a three-time Olympic 
pursuit champion who has

fared well in the mountains 
this year, is fourth — 15 
seconds slower than the 
Texan.

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Vick’s legal sentence ends, more Judgments await

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Michael Vick’s federal 
dogfighting sentence is 
scheduled to end Monday and 
that is also when the former 
NFL superstar will go back 
on trial — facing a whole new 
series of judgments. 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell, teams, fans and 
sponsors are among those 
who will weigh in on Vick’s 
future. 

First and foremost, Goodell 
must decide whether Vick’s 


suspension will end and, if so, 
when — allowing the former 
Atlanta Falcons quarterback 
a chance to play in the league 
again. Goodell is expected 
to act fairly quickly, so Vick 
and teams know his status for 
the coming season. Training 
camps for veterans start 
opening next weekend. 

There has been communication 
between Vick’s camp and 
the league about the process, 
although neither side is 
making substantive comments 
publicly about where things 
stand. Vick has kept silent 


and probably will continue 
to until Goodell makes an 
announcement. While Goodell 
is declining interview requests 
on this topic, his position 
is fairly well-outlined: He 
wants a face-to-face meeting, 
and Vick must show serious 
contrition. 

“Michael’s going to have to 
demonstrate to myself and the 
general public and to a lot of 
people: Did he learn anything 
from this experience? Does 
he regret what happened?” 
Goodell said in May. “Does he 
feel that he can be a positive 
influence going forward? 
Those are questions that I 
would like to see when I sit 
with him.” 

Once Goodell’s ruling is 
rendered, NFL clubs will have 
to determine what, if any, 
interest they have in Vick. 
Among the questions teams 
will ponder: What kind of 
shape is he in? What position 
should he play? What type of 
public relations hit might he 
bring? 

“Teams certainly are going to 
want to know: Where is his 
mind-set? Going forward, is 
he going to be a good citizen? 
You’d interview him and 
hope you get a good feel in 
the interview. That’s the first

scored 22 of her 24 points in the first half to 
help revive the struggling San Antonio Silver 
Stars in a 84-65 drubbing of the Indiana Fever 
in the WNBA on Thursday. 

The Silver Stars, who had lost three of 
their last four, also stepped up defensively, 
holding leading All-Star vote-getter Tamika 
Catchings scoreless on 0-for-9 shooting. 
Young, a Western Conference reserve for this 
weekend’s All-Star game, played only seven 
minutes after halftime. Catchings played only 
three as the Silver Stars pushed the lead to as 
much as 30 points in the first half. 

The Fever cut the margin to 13 with reserves 
from both teams playing in the second half.

At Washington, Crystal Langhome had 16 
points and 10 rebounds, Lindsey Harding 
scored 15 points, including nine in the fourth 
quarter, for the home team. 

Matee Ajavon added 14 points as the Mystics 
closed the first half of the season with their 
eighth win, two away from matching their 


total from last season. 

Jia Perkins scored 14 points and Candice 
Dupree added 10 points to lead Chicago, 
which used an 8-0 run midway through 
the fourth quarter to get within 57-48, but 
Ajavon keyed a run, including back-to-back 
3-pointers, to give the Mystics their largest 
lead at 65-48.

At New York, Nicole Powell scored a career- 
high 32 points and had nine rebounds to help 
Sacramento snap a six-game losing streak. 
Kara Lawson scored 15 points and DeMya

thing,” former Washington 
and Houston general manager 
Charley Casserly said.

NFL teams are allowed to 
initiate talks with Vick because 
the Falcons released him in 
June. He was cut less than 
five years after signing a $130 
million, 10-year contract. 
Vick’s agent, Joel Segal, 
would not discuss whether 
teams have been in contact 
about his client. 

An AP survey of the 31 other 
NFL clubs in November found 
that at least a half-dozen teams 
would not shut the door on the 
possibility of acquiring Vick 
at some stage. 

At his best, Vick — who 
turned 29 last month — was 
as dynamic an athlete as 
there was in the NFL, a No. 
1 overall draft pick and three¬ 
time Pro Bowl selection who 
led the Falcons to the 2005 
NFC championship game. He 
was the first NFL quarterback 
to rush for 1,000 yards in a 
season; he also never threw 
for more than 3,000 yards or 
20 touchdowns in any season, 
and his career completion 
percentage is below 55. 


Vick’s release from federal 
custody comes on Monday, 
when he can stop wearing an 
electronic monitor as he begins 
three years’ probation. He is 
finishing a two-month home 
confinement in Hampton, 
Virginia., which completes 
a 23-month sentence after 
he admitted bankrolling a 
dogfighting operation. Court 
papers revealed gruesome 
details about the operation, 
including the killing of 
underperforming dogs by 
electrocution, drowning and 
hanging. 

That is why his toughest critics 
moving forward could be 
animal rights activists. People 
for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals wrote to Goodell in 
January, saying Vick shouldn’t 
be allowed to return to the 
NFL unless he submits to a 
psychological evaluation.

cornerback DeAngelo Hall, a 
former college teammate: “I 
honestly think Mike has paid 
his debt to society.

General swimming rules only 
come up for discussion at the 
FINA congress every four 
years, whereas the bureau 
meets several times each 
year, and can also convene 
on short notice. 

“We didn’t disagree with the 
U.S. proposal, but we wanted 
the flexibility to amend it as 
technology moves on, and we 
can now,” said David Sparkes, 
the chief executive of British 
Swimming. “Technically, the 
bureau could even convene 
over e-mail. 

“For sure it’s not the end of the 
road in terms of innovation.” 
But bureau bylaws pertain 
only to world championships 
and Olympics. 

“FINA rules in general 
are only for worlds and 
Olympics. It’s normally up to 
each federation to decide on 
their own rules,” Marculescu 
said. “We will clarify it and 
hopefully finish with the suit 
controversy.” 

USA Swimming will conform 
to the international standard. 
“Our policy has always 
been to follow FINA rules,” 
Schubert said. 

The question of how to 
define textiles is unlikely to 
be determined until the next 
FINA bureau meeting in 
September or October. 

“This is only a small part of 
(the problem). 

It’s not only shape and 
material. There are many 
other things,” Marculescu 
said. 

With the high-tech bodysuits 
still in use, multiple records 
are expected in this meet — 
records that could stand for 
some time. 

“I think it will be difficult to 
eclipse those records if we 
go back to true swimming, 
without the rubberized 
suits,” Schubert said. “The 
East German times stood for 
a long time but even they 
got broken, so I’m sure our 
athletes will be up to the 
challenge.” 

Schubert also backs attaching 
an asterisk to records set over 
the last 18 months. 

“That’s something the FINA 
bureau is going to have to 
address. That was just an 
idea, perhaps to have two 
lists — one list with the new 
suits, then one list with the 
old suits,” he said. 



The Americans originally 
wanted men’s suits to be 
limited only from going 
beyond the shoulders or 
knees. 

“We amended it last night 
after meeting last night with 
Cornel and the coaches of the 
major swimming countries, 
and that was the consensus 
of the coverage that they 
wanted, so that’s why we 
made the switch,” Schubert 
said. 

“It was a little bit more severe 
switch, but we’re pleased.” 
Paolo Barelli, the president 
of the Italian swimming 
federation, had a mixed 
reaction. Italy was opposed 
to the new suits before last 
year’s Olympics, when the 
Americans and Australians 
benefited with Speedo’s 
LZR. 

Now, bodysuits from Italian 
manufacturers Jaked and 
Arena are considered the 
fastest on the market. 

“All the nations now 
need to study this rule 
carefully, without regard 
to manufacturers or market 
factors,” Barelli said. “We’ve 
got to take a step backward, 
with precise rules equal for 
everyone. My Anglo-Saxon 
friends need to realize that 
this mess began in Jan. 
2008.” 

Jaked president Francesco 
Fabbrica, who named his 
company after his sons 
Giacomo (Jake) and Edoardo 
(Ed), said he was happy with 
the decision. 

“While it would seem like 
today’s decision was a punch 
to the stomach, that’s actually 
not the case,” Fabbrica said. 
“We applaud today’s decision. 
We’re pleased with the new 
rules. In fact, we already 
have new technology ready
